The board spent nearly two 
hours in a discussion of water 
conservation via restrictions on 
entering the system. Engineer 
Halph Preble told board members 
that he had learned only Monday 
about several court cases _ in

Meanwhile, Dr. Roy Feemster, 
head of the communicable disease 
section of the state department of 
public health, told the Townsman 
that an average of two gallons 
per acre would be needed to make 
much of an inroad on adult mose- 
juitoes. A lesser amount, he 
agreed, would kill much of the 
larvae and be reflected in a 
smaller number of the pests when 
the next hatching is due. As the 
larvae come to the surface, he 
explained, they are poisoned by 
the spray which has settled on 


the water. 

Dr. Feemster explained that if 
a spraying job was effective 
enough to kill the adult mosqui- 
toes, it would be the result of the 
residual affect of the spray. As a 
mosquito landed on a leaf or other 
object covered with the poison, 
he said, it would then be killed. 
But unless under sides of leaves 
and branches are also covered, it 
would be impossible to expect a 
noticeable decrease in the mos- 
quitoes until the next hatching. 
Spraying with one gallon an acre 
is “rather thin’’ for immediate 
results, he repeated. 

State Sprays Swamps 
® Even as the town moved for- 
ward to spray many small ponds 
and swampy areas, the state 
moved in with air-borne sprays. 


The state planes covered swam- 
py sections over one-fourth of a 
mile wide, selected from a Geo- 
etic survey map. Thus, the 
Pouble-barreled attack on the in- 
sects was expected to produce 
good results within a few days, 
as the present adult mosquitoes 
tie off and many of the new ones 
are killed by the residual sprays.

ome 50 candidates answering Coach 
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first 
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| Legal Training A Requisite 


In the approaching Sept. 18 primary, voters of both par- 
ties will be asked to nominate candidates for the office 
of Clerk of Courts. 

It seems essential for all of us to understand the pri- 
mary function of that office before we decide for which 
candidate we will vote. For the Clerk of Court office re- 
quires a special type of ability not demanded by most 
county offices. 

It is primarily a legal office, set up to work with law- 
yers and the justices of our Superior Court. The justices 
themselves confirm that definition — for they appoint all 
assistants in the office and demand that a man have a le- 
gal background before considering him. 

The justices thoroughly investigate the candidate for 
an assistantship — both as to his professional qualifica- 
tions and personal background. Their stress on his pro- 
fessional status — either as a lawyer or as a man with le- 
gal training — seems to pretty well set the pattern for 
that office. It should be run by men who are thoroughly 
familiar with legal proceedings; who know the law; who 
can easily work with lawyers and judges engaged in legal 
undertakings. 

Thus it is that we say the nominees for that office re- 
quire a special type of ability. They must have that one 
specific qualification — legal training — before they can 
capably grasp and carry out the responsibilities entailed 
in properly directing the Clerk of Courts office. We sug- 
gest that voters in both primariescaretully weigh the qual- 
ifications of all candidates for the job in the light of their 
possessing that special unique qualification — one which 
is demanded if efficiency is to prevail in the office.

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Must Be Stored By Town 


lown Treasurer Anna Greeley 
hopes town _ hall-improvement 
funds hold out long enough to ren- 
ovate her office. 

And it isn’t exactly a selfish 
hope, either — for the town’s first 


woman treasurer has to Worry ab- 
out handling and storing 22,000 
cancelled checks this year alone. 
In the first six months she’s al- 
ready filled 11 file drawers with 
cancelled checks — worth a con- 
servative million-and-a-half dol- 
lars — and has only another 11 
drawers to fill before the checks 
begin to spill over into any sort 
of container handy. 


Checks Everywhere 

‘We have to save every can- 
celled check for six years,’’ Miss 
Greeley explained — or about 
132,000 checks. That’s so the 
town will final, final, complete 
proof of payment when and if 
anyone should file a claim during 
those six years. After that time, 
the law won’t allow claims to be 
filed. 

Right now, there are checks 
all over the place — in the files, 
bundled up in the safe, down in 
the vault and under the counters. 
Checks from 1950 will be burned 
at the year’s end, but by that time 
the 1956 cancelled checks will 


| replace them — always keeping

Compared to the over-all monthly 
total of 22,000, but enough to add 
a little to the Storage burden. 
Handle Checks Often 

And as if the problems of kee p- 
ing six-years’ cancelled checks 
isn’t enough, the town treasurer 
handles each month’s checks ab- 
out six times before they can be 
filed. To start with, the check is 
run through an addressograph, 
then a check writer. But then a 
pen-and-ink amount must be Writ- 
ten on each check. After those 
three handlings, the check is 
either stuffed into an envelope 
and mailed or is handed to an in- 
dividual. Then it must be picked 
up and sorted as it comes back 
from the bank and then handled 
again as the cancelled documents 
are checked out against the war- 
rants. 

And while all that bookkeeping 
sounds like a giant-size head- 
ache to those with trouble balan- 
cing their checkbooks — it really 
isn’t too bad except for the stor- 
age problem. 


Many Repairs Done 

Already this year, lest anyone 
think nothing has been done in 
the town house, the selectmen 
have created a new welfare of- 
fice, new police chief’s office 


and ante-room; renovated the 
assessors’ office and added 
space; fixed up the old welfare 
office for the selectmen and their 
old office for the assessors’ eng- 
ineer; fixed up the old chief’s of- 
fice for the town accountant; 
authorized improvements to the 
toilet facilities in the town house; 
created a cell room in the police 
Station and a locker room in the 
basement; and authorized paint- 
ing the main hall.

Selectmen Will 


Fill Planning 
Board Vacancy 


The selectmen are expected to 
appoint a new planning board mem- 
ber soon. 

They have received a list of 
suggested persons from the Plan 
ning board, following the resigna- 
tion of Robert MacMackin. The se- 
lectmen make appointments to fill 
a vacancy on the Planning board, 
but in one recent case discussed 
the appointment with the board 
first.

Board Rejects 
Cheever Plan 


A plan for about 30 house lots 
off Holt rd., presented to the 
planning board and BPW by Fred 
Cheever, has been turned down 
by the public works board for 
drainage reasons. 

The BPW also restricted Chee- 
ver to providing 50 percent of the 
possible homes with water in the 
next 18 months. 

Planning Board Chairman Lee 
Noyes attended the BPW meeting 
and told its members Mr. Cheever 
has withdrawn his appeal from 
the Planning Board of Appeals. 


The planning agency held a hear- 
ing on the Cheever plan a week 
ago but said it could not act be- 
cause the plan was before the ap- 
peals agency. 
Would Approve 

Noyes told BPW members that 
his board would probably approve 
the Cheever plan, with restric- 
tions as suggested by the public 


works board. He suggested, act- 


ually, that the BPW approve the 


| plan with restrictions it felt nec- 
| essary. But Chairman Allan Flye 


pointed out that the BPW must 
either approve or reject a plan, 
state its reasons and leave any 
other action to the planning agen- 
cy. 

The drainage problem, board 
members felt, must be corrected 
as surface water would now run 
off the property onto Holt rd. with 
no adequate drainage available 
from that point. Thus the plan 
was disapproved on that basis, 
although it is anticipated that 
planning board approval, with 
restrictions, will be forthcoming 
so that the plan can be recorded 
in the registry. 

The board also stipulated that 
no road grade should be over 10 
percent in the sub-division. That 
decision came after a lengthy 
discussion on road grades, with 


Chairman Flye suggesting that 
the BPW and Planning board 
| should agree on maximum and 


minimum grades so all develop- 
ers will know what they should 
do before coming to the boards.
